2. Report to Town Meeting: Article 18 Bylaw Amendment/Animal Control 

Ms. Rowe presented an updated Green Dog Plan, to be a pilot program for one year with evaluation. She 
asked the Selectmen to vote approval so that it can be discussed at Town Meeting. Ms. Rowe stated the 
Town has a problem already with off leash dogs and although it is not a perfect plan, it is a way of offering the 
Town parks as multi use recreational areas and therefore eliminates of the off leash dog problems. Ms. Rowe 
further explained the plan included 13 parks where dogg are already a problem in Town and that Brookline’s 
program for dog parks was used as a model. Ms. Rowe thanked everyone involved in this plan process and 
said if it gets to Town Meeting and passes that it will not begin until September. The Selectmen discussed the 
various concerns and merits of the pilot program and agreed it was a very contentious issue that would never 
be solved to please everyone. 

Ms. Rowe moved favorable action. SO VOTED (3-2) 

Mr. Hurd and Mrs. Mahon voted in the negative.

b. Board of Survey 
Lee T errace 
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(all abutters notified) 

Attorney Keshian presented the Board of Survey for Lee Terrace and stated that all abutters were in approval 
(signed a petition) of the project except for one. Attorney Keshian pointed out that town vehicles, emergency 
vehicles, and residents have been navigating the terrace without any problems-even though it is narrow. He 
also pointed out there are houses already in existence on the road that were approved earlier and that the 
widest part of the street is where the two family is planned. 

Mr. Stotik, 25 Amsden St., commented that the old clay sewer pipe can’t support the additional services and 
wanted to know who’s responsible for the cost of repairs. Mr. Rademacher responded that it is the 
Engineering Department’s understanding that the sewer line will be tied to an abutting private sewer line. 
Furthermore, the owner applicant will have to prove that the sewer line can handle the added capacity later in 
the building process. 

Mrs. Kariadakis, 15 Lee Terrace, approves of the project overall but has concern with the sewer hook up 
(already have had 2 major breaks since 1972) and street damage (just paved in the last few years). 

Ms. Shona Stadad, 21 Lee Terrace, stated she supports the project but has concern with sewer hook up, trees 
being cut down (2 big oak trees), and roadway surface damage. 

Mr. Mackey, builder for the project, stated that the project would be using an independent easement to 
another street for sewer hook up and big truck access. 

After discussion by the Selectmen, it was recommended to table the hearing. 

Mr. Hurd moved to table until the June 8 th meeting so that the whole Board is present.

Ms. LaCourt moved to re-discuss this project after new data and information is gathered and lane options are 
reviewed along with asking for the Mass. Ave. Advisory Committee 
comments. SO VOTED (5-0)
